She contended that after her 
refusal of employment to her , she approached the 
employer on number of occasions to find out the reasons 
for refusing employment to her , however , the employer 
failed to hear her grievances and infact ordered her not 
to approach him in future . She contended that the 
sudden refusal of employment has disturbed her routine 
life and she is struggling to make both ends meet . She 
contended that since 17-06-2001 to date she is 
unemployed and without any earnings and that her 
husband has also lost his job with the Government of 
Goa . She contended that the employer although 
employed her as a book binder , did not issue her any 
appointment letter . She says that the employer prepared 
an appointment letter for her , but the same was not 
issued . She therefore prayed that she may be reinstated 
in service with backwages and consequential relief .

4. The workman has examined herself solely in 
support of her case . She filed an affidavit - in - evidence . In 
her affidavit - in - evidence she deposed the 
facts as alleged in her claim statement . She produced 
on record her letter dated 29-08-2001 addressed to 
the employer (Exhibit W / 1 ) and report of failure of 
conciliation proceedings (Exhibit W / 2 ) . The employer 
had participated in the conciliation proceedings .

2. On receipt of the reference a case was registered 
under No. IT / 72 / 2007 and registered A / D notices were 
issued to the parties . In pursuance of the said notices , 
the parties put in their appearance .

Party I ( for short , " workman " ) filed his statement of 
claim at Exhibit 6. Facts of the case in brief as pleaded 
by the workmen are that the Employer /Party I ( for short 
" Employer” ) is an establishment dealing in the business 
of printing and binding and other typing jobs located 
next to Hotel London Star , Miramar , Panaji - Goa . She 
stated that she was working in the establishment of 
the Party II since the year 1988 as a book binder , 
continuously till she was refused employment from 


5. I have heard the arguments of the Ld . Adv . S 
Chodnekar for Party I. He argued that the workman , 
Smt . Minika Salkar , was working with the Party II as 
book - binder since the year 1988 continuously till she 
was refused employment with effect from 17-06-2001 on 
a consolidated monthly salary of Rs . 1,500 / - . He argued 
that the employer has neither denied the case of the 
workmen nor filed written statement . The employer has 
remained absent and as such facts of the case 
deemed to have been admitted by the employer 
impliedly . He argued that the employer participated in 
the proceedings before the Asst . Labour Commissioner

In support of his contention , he 
relied upon a decision of Bombay High Court in case of 
Dharmaraj Vithoba Natekar v / s Unique Industries & ors . 
reported in 1996 I CLR 439. He argued that even the 
part -time workman is also a workman under Section 2 
( s ) of the Act and hence entitled for the relief .

7. Admittedly the workman was working with the 
employer since 1988 till 17-06-2001 continuously . I is 
the case of the workman that she was working with the 
employer since 1988 continuously till she was refused 
employment from 17-06-2001 a book -binder on 
consolidated salary of Rs . 1,500 / - and she was refused 
employment without any justifiable reasons 

nor any 
enquiry was conducted before refusing her employment . 
The aforesaid facts have not been denied by the 
employer . The aforesaid facts stands therefore proved . 
Now therefore , the question will arise as to whether 
the Party II is an industry as defined under Section 2 ( j) 
of the Industrial Disputes Act , 1947. The terms 
" industry " has been defined under section 2 (j) of the 
Industrial Disputes Act , 1947 , as under : 


10. In the present case , the workman was working 

a book -binder . As such her primary duty is to 
bind the books which is manual and skilled work . Hence 
I hold that the Workman /Party I is a workman as 
defined under Section 2 (s ) of the Industrial Disputes 
Act , 1947 . 


" Industry " means any business, trade , undertaking 
manufacture or calling of employers and includes 
calling , service, employment , handicraft or industrial 
occupation or avocation ofworkmen . 


11. The workman has been employed continuously 
from 1988 to 17–06–2001 . It is also proved that the refusal 
of the employment by the employer is without any 
justifiable reason or without holding any enquiry . The 
employer has also chosen not to avail of the opportunity 
to lead any evidence /material in this proceedings . In 
the circumstances, it will be fair and proper to provide 
relief to the workman by directing the employer to 
pay wages at the rate of Rs . 1,500 / – with simple interest 
at the rate of 6 % per annum from 17-06-2001 till the date 
of passing of the present award and to grant reinstate 
ment in employment with effect from the passing of this 
award . Should the Employer fail to grant re - instatement 

account of reasons beyond the control of the 
employer or due to force majeure , and or on account of 
fire, flood , failure of electricity , earthquake, then the 
employer to pay to the workmen a sum equivalent 
to half the rate of wages by way of retrenchment 
compensation .

3. The Workman /Party I (for short "Workman ") filed 
his statement of claim at Exhibit 8. Facts of the case 
in brief as pleaded by the workmen are that he was 
employed with the Employer /Par ty II (for short 
" Employer" ) as an "Officer " with effect from 11-11-1997 
till the date of his illegal termination of his services 
with effect from 18-08-2005 with clean service record . 
He contended that he was doing duties such as taking 
the booking of the employer hall which they used to 
give to the general public on rental basis for wedding 
parties , dramas , orchestra and other public meetings 
and functions, receiving cash from various customers 
towards the booking of hall and was discharging them 
a valid receipt thereof, writing of accounts books, 
carrying out his duties under the supervision and 
control of the employer and was doing miscellaneous 
jobs such as depositing of cash in banks, etc. He 
contended that the nature of duties performed by him 
are squarely covered under the definition of Section 2 (s ) 
of the Industrial Disputes Act , 1947. He contended that 
suddenly on 18-09–2005, the employer terminated his 
services by a written communication duly signed by its 
President alleging that his services are not required by 
the Organization . He contended that the President of 
the Party II saunsthan has no authority or locus standi 
to terminate his services and the entire action of the 
alleged President of the Saunsthan in terminating his 
ser vices is illegal, unjustified and bad in law . He 
contended that since the employer has failed to pay any 
compensation as required to pay under Section 25 - F of 
the Industrial Disputes Act , 1947 , the termination of his 
services is illegal , unjustified and bad in law . He 
contended that Shri Maharudra Saunsthan is 
organization which derives profit by giving on hire and 
rent the hall to the general public and ears huge profits . 
He contended that thereafter he raised an Industrial 
Dispute before the Asst . Labour Commissioner , 
Government of Goa , Mapusa , Bardez -Goa demanding 
reinstatement and full backwages which ended in 
failure .

They 
contended that on 17-09–2005 in terms of the notice of 
termination of the managerial services of the workmen , 
he handed over the entire charge to the then President 
and the cheque for an amount of Rs . 1,870 / - was duly 
paid to him for his service rendered to the employer for 
the period from 01-09–2005 to 17-09-2005 . They 
contended that the claim of the workmen squarely falls 
outside the purview of the Industrial Disputes Act , 1947 
and hence the question as to whether there was illegal 
termination or paying any retrenchment compensation 
to the workmen does not arise . They denied the case 
of the workmen in toto and finally prayed for the 
dismissal of the present reference . Thereafter the 
workmen filed his re - joinder on 16-09-2008 denying the 
case of the employer , which is at Exhibit 14 . 


4. The Employer / Party II had filed written statement 
on 04-06-2008 which is at Exhibit 12 objecting to the 
claim statement . The employer objected the claim 
statement filed by the workman by way of preliminary 
objection , alleging that this court has no jurisdiction to 
try and decide the present reference and that there 
exists no industrial dispute as defined under Industrial 
Disputes Act , 1947. He also contended that the 
workman had initially approached Asst . Labour 
Commissioner , Mapusa with an application dated 
03-11-2005 for non -payment of his legal dues and gratuity 
and that no issue of alleged termination was adjudicated 
before the Asst . Labour Commissioner , Mapusa . He 
further contended that the claim statement filed by the 
workman is filed in breach rather in compliance of law , 
and to circumvent the due process of law . 

5. They stated that the workman was appointed 
as a "Manager " vide Appointment Letter dated 
29–12–1997 to manage and administer their overall 
affairs on a monthly salary of Rs . 2,000 / - and an 
additional allowance of Rs . 20 / - per programme held in 
Hanuman Natyagrah , the sister concern of them , after 
his retirement from M / s . Chowgule Industries , after 
taking into consideration pitiable condition and his 
experience , inspite of the facts that he was of 60 years 
of age at the relevant time . They contended that the 
attitude and conduct of the workman towards their 
office bearers underwent a complete change somewhere 
in the first week of August , 2005 when the then 
Secretary and Treasurer on suspicion went through the 
records and after verifying the same was shocked to 
notice several irregularities, illegalities, mismanagement , 
negligent and misappropriation committed by the 
workman especially with respect to the bookings of 
Hanuman Natyagraha their sister concern . They 
contended that a book of ticket selling commission was 
found missing from the records of the employer . 


7. On the basis of the pleadings filed by the respec 
tive parties, this court framed the following issues : 


1 Whether the Workman / Party I proves that he 

is a " Workmen " as defined under Section 2 ( s ) 
of the Industrial Disputes Act , 1947 ? 


2 Whether the Workman / Party I proves that he was 

appointed as an " Officer" by the Employer /Party I 
W ef . 11-11-1997 ? 


3 Whether the Workman / Par ty proves 

that 
there was employer - employee relationship 
between the Party II and himself ? 


4 Whether the Workman / Party I proves that 

termination of his services by the Employer / 
/Party II w.e.f. 18-09-2005 is illegal and 
unjustified and bad in law ? 


5 Whether the Employer / Par ty II proves that 

the present Order of Reference issued by the 
Government of Goa is bad in law as alleged 
in para (a ) to (g ) of his written statement as 
preliminary objection ? 


6 Whether the Party I proves that he is entitled for 

any relief ?

6. They contended that the workman by certain acts 
of amission with sole motive of making wrongful gain to 
him and wrongful loss to them and the said acts of the 
workmen amounts to cheating , forgery, fabricating 
records and criminal breach of trust under the law . 
They contended that they suffered a heavy loss of 
Rs . 1,54,100 / - (Rupees one lakh , fifty four thousand and 
one hundred only ) due to the negligent , unlawful and 
breach of trust committed by him . They contended that 
they therefore decided to terminate the services 
of the workmen as their Manager and in pursuance 
thereof issued a notice of termination of services on 
18-08-2005 to him . They contended that the workmen 
infront of their Managing Committee admitted the said 
loss caused to them due to illegal , negligent acts and 
misappropriation committed by him and requested for 
four month s time to make good the loss caused to them . 
They contended that inspite of promising to make good 
loss caused to them , the workmen with his malafide 
intension and oblique motive approached the Asst . 
Labour Commissioner by making blatantly false and 
fabricated case and by concealing the remedial facts 
in order to harass them and to evade the payment of 


8. Thereafter the workman filed his list of documents 
and list of witnesses which is at Exhibit 16 and case 
was adjourned and fixed for filing an affidavit in 
evidence of the workman on 30-10-2008 . On 30-10-2008 , 
the Ld . Advocates appearing for both the parties orally 
submits that they are trying for an amicable settlement 
between the parties and hence case was adjourned and 
fixed for filing an affidavit - in evidence / settlement to 
06-11-2008 . On 06-11-2008 , both the parties seeks time 
to file the terms of settlement and accordingly case 
was adjourned to 20-11-2008 . On 20-11-2008 , the Id . 
Advocates for the both parties alongwith their 
respective parties filed jointly application duly signed 
by them stating that they have amicably settled the 
matter on following grounds and prayed for no dispute 
award be passed .
